A DREADFUL EXAMPLE 


TUT ISS HELEN MORTON who used to be 


the Duchess of Valancay, is Miss Helen 


Morton again. 


That is a way American heiresses have who 


marry foreign titles. They can stand frog-leg 
fricassee and snail soup, with an occasional beat- 
ing for good measure, for a limited time, but they 
eventually wander back to the parental roof and 
the depraving influence of buckwheat cakes and 
ice-water, and other things that destroy in the 
soul all appreciation of everything truly noble 
and refined. 


The only truly refined thing in this country 


is the sugar, and even that has been cornered by 
the trust 


The story of Helen Morton and her ex-spouse, 


the Duke of Valancay, is the record of one of 
those heart-breaking experiences known to the 
young reporter as "tragedies in high life." 


At the rime they first met he was the Count oJ 


Talleyrand-Perigord, a scion of that noble famih 
which first rose to eminence through the fame of 
the Talleyrand who so faithfully served Napoleon 
Bonaparte as long as there was more in the job 
than Napoleon's enemies could afford to pay. 
Miss Morton was the daughter of a coarse Amer- 
ican millionaire, \vho had made a fortune in dry- 
goods, an<J had suffered the additional disgrace 
of being elected vice president of the United 
States.

He was smitten at first sight with her figure—it

He pointed out that

of money into a small quantity of ccoods,

—-a won! which, iuriom.lv enough, is pronounced 
"dough." But the Count, with licroic firmness, 
stood out against Liu projxxMtion. ai\d; he was 
ably seconder by his mother, his sister, hj.s cous- 


ins, and his aunts. They urged that he was mak- 
ing a tremendous sacrifice in conferring on her 
his noble name, that her formidable size a^id ath- 
letic development would make him look like a 
selling-plater in a Queensberry debate with her 
and that, therefore, being denied the pleasure of 
knocking her out when the spirit so moved him, 
he was entitled to the money as a consolation 
prize. And so the match was made. Little did 
either of the infatuated young couple imagine 
that there would be any necessity for a time- 
keeper, or that a judge of the divorce court would 
be the final referee. 


Papa Morton posted the forfeit on behalf of 


his daughter; the Count and his relatives were 
broke, and they four-Mushed with stage monc\. 


The first thing the Count did after the wed- 


ding was to propose a new investment for Papa 
Morton. The impoverished nobleman laid claim 
to the title of Duke of Valancaj, but was unable 
to wear it on the street, as some distant relation 
of his had a mechanic's lien on the same tag. 
This remote relation was hard up, however, and 
was willing to release his mortgage on the goods 
if properly compensated foi the loss.

By-and-by he discovered that he could buy 


things and have them charged to her, and this 
saved His Grace much time and trouble and 
wcar-and-tear on his dignity—he did not have 
to meet the duchess as frequent!) as before 
She 


v,as ginlt\ of the incredible meanness of refusing 
to permit him to draw sight drafts on her, and 
this often caused the duke much inconvenience 
and embarrassment 
Once he met an actress for 


whom he had formed a warm frendship, but 
owing to this parsimom of his parvcnue wife, he 
n as unable to bm a bottle of wine.
